Ottawa, July 6th— The fears that 


overshadow the world from the unrest 
of two continents centering about 
Tientsin 1n China and Danzig in the 
Baltic were reflected in the  state- 
ment of the prime minister, Mr King 
when he announced that it would be 
some little time before he would de- 
cide when an election would be ca!- 
led. “At the moment” Mr King said 
“matters are very serious. We all 
hope they will improve but I would 
like to take at least part of the sum. 
mer to consider the Asiatic and Euro- 
bean situations before launching a 
campaign”. Mr King referred to the 
recent remarks of the premier of 
France, Mr Dalarier, which were 
very grave. The statement from Lord 
Halifax, British foreign secretary, 
has since emphasized the seriousness 
of the situation. There was the poss- 
ibility that the Canadian parliament 
might have to be called in special ses- 
sion, as was contemplated las summer 
when the Munich affair gathered to a 
head, the prime minister stated. “All 
things considered,” said Mr. King, “I 
believe muct might be gained and 
nothing lost by waiting a few weeks 
before reaching a decision about the 
general election . 

These days there is a weekly meet- 
ing of the cabinet tOne of the mat- 
ters now under consideration ig who 
will be the members of the new defence 
purchasing board. This board wes 
authorized by an actpassed during the 
past session . Its funstions will be to 
make contracts for mmunitions and

being one, but it may be assumed that 
foremost in the minds of government 
members is the personnel of the de- 
fence purchasing board, whicch now 
by statute is an integrol and most ess- 
ential part of the machinery of rearm- 
ament.

“The Brit- 
ish Government” gaid the prime mine 
ister “has been informed officially 
and in writing that we would wel- 
come such orders, but we have mtde 
it clear that Canadian rompanies 
must make their contracts direct with 
the British government.”

The frequent rain storms ot this 
season have greatly complicated the 
cultivation of tallows, Ordinarily the 
rod weeder is the best implement to 
use for the second operation on tal 
lows if it will work satisfactorily. Its 
dratt is lighter than other cultivating 
implements and if soil conditions are 
right a good kill of weeds may be sec- 
ured. When the soil is dry the rod

the 


weeder operates best 
jing deeply enough to get below 
root crowns of the stubble on plough 
less fields. With wet soil, however, it 
will be a matter of operating at the 


isfactory and there again the condi 
tion of the soil and weed growth mu-t 
determine the depth, Generally less 
trouble has been experienced at the 
Station with clogging if the duckleet 
were running under the root crowns 
of the stubble Where deeper penetra 
tion was permitted the weed kill has 
been found to be poorer especially in 
moist soil, 

Farmers weo have large blade culti 
vators may find these very useful il 
the weeds become large, especially if 
the top soil is fairly dry. In using this 
implement at the Station it has been 
found that the shallower the blade 
penetrates the better the weed kill 
except for some types of perennials, 
Generally, however, it is necessary for 
the blade to go below the stubble 
crowns to operate successfully, espec- 
ially in moist soil, 

The one-way dise undoubtedly wili 
be used for midsummer cultivation by 
many farlers. With the moist condi- 
tion of the soil an endeavour may be 
made to turn the weeds under to in- 
sure a kill. If this is done the trash 
cover will be destroyed and the soii 
placed in a condition for drifting.
